Climed to 105 This Aiternoon—Surgeons Are Afraid ot Bloodpoisoning, Yet 


Hopeful—One Bullet Not Removed, May Use X Rays—Telegrams 


of Condolence—Stocks Slump—Prisoner Slept Soundly— 


Story of Crime That Has Shocked the World. 


BUFFALO, Sept. 7.—At 1:30 o'clock this afternoon the surgeons finish- 


ed a thorough examination of President McKinley's wounds, finding that 


the bullet which entered the abdomen touched no vital part. They are 


hopeful and, see no reason under the present conditions why President Mc- 


Kinley shall not recover. The second bullet has not as yet been located. 


This afternoon Dr. Rixey is authority for the statement that the crisis 


is passed. In three hours President McKinley's pulse has made a phenom- 


enal fall from 146 to 136. 


The members of the cabinet gathered at the President's bedside. A re- 


port-is on the street that Mr. McKinley is dying, but the wire from the bed- 


side is silent. The temperature has gone up to 105. 
Outside doctors say 


that the end would, not come so soon^ 


Blood Poisoning is Feared. 


BUFFALO,K Sept 7.—The following bulletin was issued by the Presi- 


dent's pnj>sician at 12 o'clock noon, today: 


"There is no decided change in the President's condition since th'e last 


bulletin. His pulse is 136, temperature 102 and respiration 28." 


^At noon the surgeons announced they feared blood poisoning. 
In that 


case they say, the President would die. The bullet has lodged in the mus- 
cles of the back, causing inflammation. 
The police fear a riot when this an- 


nouncement is made public and are calling out the reserves. 


The following bulletin was issued at 12:15 p. m.: 
"The President's condition remains unchanged from last night. At 12:15 


p. m. the doctors reported his pulse to be 136, temperature 102, respiration 
28." Senator Lodge arrived at the Milburn home at 12:30. He was greeted 
on the steps by Mrs. McKinley and after a brief conversation both sat down 
on the seats on the veranda along with several other persons. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley chatted pleasantly with those present i'or several minutes. This is 
a very reassuring sign. 


Assassin Hopes His Victim Will Die. 


BUFFALO, SEPT. 7.—Czolgosz today said of President McKinley: "Yoiu 


know the G. A. R. encampment is to be in Cleveland' next wees, and I 


would certainly have caught him Ihere had I failed here." Throughout his 


conversation Czolgosz appeared calm and s^lf-possesBed. 


Czolgosz said this morning: "I shot him for an example and I hope he 


dies. The man who succeeds must noc be the slave of capital. Ha .will per- 


ish." 
He insists he was alone in the deed. He planned it himself. The 


prisoner says he came from Cleveland Tuesday. The police are keeping hia 


confession as secret as his person. 


Mrs. McKinley has received messages of sympathy from all the great 


sovereigns of Europe and from many other distinguished foreigners.

the Entire Civilized World—Out- 


come Is 1,'ncertain, 


Buffalo, Sept. 7.—President McKin- 


ley, who was shot and 
seriously 


wounded by a would-be assassin while 
holding a reception in the Temple of 
Music at the Pan-American exposition 
a few minutes after 4 o'clock Friday 
afternoon, lies at the residence of 
President Milburn of the exposition, 
suffering from his wounds. One shot 
took effect in the breast, the other in 
the abdomen. The first is not of a 
serious nature and the bullet has been 
extracted. The latter pierced the ab- 
dominal wall and has not been located. 


It was just after the daily organ re- 


cital in the splendid Temple of Music 
that the attempt was made. 
Planned 


with all the diabolical ingenuity of 
which anarchy or nihilism is capable, 
the would-be assassin carried out tho 
•work without a hitch, and should his 
designs fail.and the president survive, 
only to divine Providence can be at- 
tributed that beneficent result. 


The president, although well guard- 


ed by United States secret service de- 
tectives, vras fully exposed to such an 
attack as occurred. He stood at the 
edge of the raised dais upon which 
stands the great pipe organ, at the 
east side of the magnificent stiucture. 
He was in a cheerful mood and wts 
enjoying to the full the heaity evi- 
dences of good will which everywhere 
met his gaze. 
Upon his right s',ooa 


John G. Milburn of Buffalo, president 
of the Pan-American exposition, chat- 
ting with the president and intro- 
ducing him to especially persons of 
note who approached. Upon the pres- 
ident's left stood Mr. Cortelyou. 


It was shortly after 4 p. m. when 


one of the throng which surrounded 
the presidential party, a medium-sized 
man of ordinary appearance and plain- 
ly dressed in black, approached as if 
to greet the president. 
Both Secre- 


tary Cortelyou and President Milburn 
noticed that the man's hand was 
swathed in a bandage or handkerchief.
